The fact 1.1 that we have Ions J^lncc dis- 
carded the "voluntary" approach. Whether 
or not frec-wlll could have been made to 
work. It was not. We have been operating 
for some time under compulsion based upon 
a law, Unfortunately— and this is the real 
cose for the /Austin- WadsK'orth bUI. with or 
without modification In detail— 'wc have been 
trylnd to enforce a labor draft Illegally by 
pm'crting a law that was not meant for the 
purpose. 

This has been clear time after time. It Is 
emphasized by the WMC order thnt men In 
the 38-45-ycar-old Krotip mu.st transfer from 
non-deferrable Jobs by a fixed date or face 
drafting for combat service. This. In turn. Is 
clarified by the terms on which the army 
win release men over 38 who already have 
" been drafted. 

Such mcn^ must accompany their request 
for release by a statement from some respon- 
sible outsider that they will be employed In 
essential Industry or aRrlculture. Their re- 
quest Is passed upon not by their own draft 
board, but by that In the area where. If re- 
leased, they propo.sc to work. If the request la 
granted they are not dLschargcd. but are put 
Into the enlisted reserve, so that If they 
should dare leave the essential Job they could 
be recalled immediately, without red tope, to 
fighting service. 

Thus far all fathers are specifically de- 
ferred—and all but those who decline to leave 
non-deferrable work and go Into a deferrable 
classification. Tliey, regardless of age (up to 
45) and regardless of dependency, are to be 
put Into 1-A and. If they can get Into and out 
of examination rooms without limping, can 
be colled Into fighting service. 

Definitely we arc not Using the "voluntary" 
approach. The administration Is clubbing 
men into going to work where It wnnts them 
to work. Why. then, not be frank and honest 
about It, and have a law applying Impartially 
to all?

The public has great confldcntfc In bom 
the Integrity and the ability of Elmer Davis), 
OWI chief. It has wondered why. with a man 
of his character and attainments In charge, 
the OWI has failed so dismally In some of Its 
most Important duties. 

The answer Is that like most other so-called 
"czars" In Washington. Mr. DavLi has been 
given responsibility without cDrrespondlng 
authority. He Is not. In fact.^the wartime pub- 
licity chief. He is a co-ordlnator. a whecdler. 
a needier, a technician, forced to flounder too 
often In (he red tape. of a IiIt-or-mt'!s setup. 

It Is not Mr. DavLs, the acknowledged ex- 
pert on public relations, who decides what 
shall be told to the public, and how. He can 
only advise— and In whatever emasculated 
form his advice may be taken, go through the 
routine of producing handouts. 

The navy department can and docs scorn 
his advice. Tlie war department can.'and docs 
IcM often. \Vhcn his men try to tell the pubUc 
how serious Is the food situation, for Instance, 
and why, the atory Is hacked up by every de- 
partment which. If the truth were told, would 
be disclosed as Inefficient, political or 
squeamish.
